CANADA CARRIES ON 
WAR PRODUCTION 


Canada’s war job is by no means 
done. Aircraft and_ ship-building 
factories will continue their high 
rate of deliveries indefinitely, the 
only major change being in the 
types of craft. Production of train- 
er planes will be reduced, for in- 
stance, and replaced by production 
of the newest combat aircraft. Rail- 
way equipment will be turned out 
at an even higher rate. Cutbacks 
will occur in production of gun and 
small arms ammunition, chemicals 
and explosives, and armoured ve- 
hicles. The automotive industry 
will cut down on war production, 
but the factories will continue to 
be fully engaged on civilian, as 
well as military production.

'Canada's Forest Wealth. 


Includes Principal Resources Of Soft- 
woods Within The British Empire 
Canada's forests cover an area of 

1,220,400 square miles, or more than 

one-third of the total land area of the 

country The accessible preductive 

portion of the forests covers 430,000 

square miles, and it is from this area 

that the whole output of sawlogs, 
pulpwood, fuelwocd, and other pri- 
mary products is obtained. About 

340,000 square miles of forests, class- 

ed as productive but not at 

accessible, form a reserve for the fu- 
ture when transportation systems 
may be mere highly developed. By 
far the larger part of the world de- 
mand for wood is for softwood, 
coniferous, species. Canada pos- 
sesses the principal reserves cf soft- 
woods within the British Empire, and 
these include large supplies of the 
most desirable — varieties--spruces,

Important Exporter 


Since the war began Canada hag 
changed from an importer of vege- 
table seeds to a fairly substantial ex- 
porter. This has been due largely to 
the policy introduced early in the war 
| by the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture under which selected growers 
have been encouraged by the assur- 
ance that the Agricultural Supplies 
Board would buy, at a stated price, 
all surplus that could not be sold 
through normal Canadian channels. 
The different services of the Depart- 
ment have given practical assistance 
‘and co-operation to the growers. 

Last year production of various 
kinds of vegetable seeds in Canada 
was not only sufficient to meet all 
domestic requirements but to allow 
in the 12 months ended March 31, 
1945, two million pounds of 13 kinds 
to be exported, with a value of $1,- 
000,000. Shipments of Canadian pro- 
duced vegetable seeds of notable 
! vitality were made to Britain, Rus- 
sia, Holland and for U.N.R.R.A. or 
Military Relief.

A Square Deal for Veterans Assured by

It seems rather sad to me, as I 
look over the published platforms

WORSE IN SUMMER 


To get maximum service from 
their tires this summer, truck and 
motor car drivers are warned by 
the Department of Munitions and 
Supply to check and correct infla- 
tions at regular intervals, This is 
especially important with the ap- 
proach of hot summer weather, 
when the tread and casing become 
much hotter in use and are thus 
more vulnerable to abuse. The 
strength of the casing is greatly 
reduced when continuously over- 
heated, and even a short period of 
overheating may cause a blow-out. 
Car owners who do not take proper 
care of their tires will only aggra- 
vate the tire shortage. 


COUCH GRASS CONQUERED 


Couch grass, once one of the 
most troublesome weeds in Alberta 
has met its master in the form of 
the one-way disc. By means of this 
implement the infested land can be 
given a shallow cultivation which 
will eliminate the top growth and 
starve out the weeds. This method 
is economical and effective. In ad- 
dition, the roots of the plant are 
left in the ground to decompose 
and add fertility to the soil. Culti- 
vation should commence about the 
middle of June advises H.J. Mather 
who is provincial supervisor of 
weed control. The discs of the tiller 
must be sharp and the machine 
properly adjusted. If a heavy 
growth of grass is present the field 
should be mowed before cultiva- 
tion. Six or seven operations with 
the one-way disc at intervals of 
two weeks will kill couch grass. 
In the year following the field 
should be seeded to barley at 2 to 
2% bushels per acre in order to 
crowd out weakened couch grass 
plants which might remain.
